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Automobile bandits waylaid Thomas J. O’Meara, a saloon 
keeper, on Twenty-first street, near Adams, at 6:40 a. m. Thursday, 
strong-armed and beat him, took from him a grip containing $3000 
in-cash, held off a crowd with their revolvers and escaped in a black 
touring car in sight of more than 50 persons. 

Shortly after the robbery, Police Captain Hess saw a black 
touring car containing five men and bearing the State license, No. 
10,030. This license, according to the records, was taken out by 
Ray E. Stevenson of 1712 Illinois avenue, East St. Louis, a chauf- 
feur who recently eloped with Mrs. Nellie Philpot, a rich widow, 
who later accused him of playing on her affections to get her

Struck on Head With Revolver. 
Suddenly he heard a sharp commaad: 
“Throw up your hands.” Turning, he 
gaw three men, each with a revolver, 
advancing toward him. 

Dropping his umbrella, O'Meara was} 
about to give battle when two of the 
men slipped behind him. One threw 
his arms around O’Meara’s neck aad 
pulled back his head, trying to choke 
him. Another struck him on the back 
of the head with the butt of a revolver

from his hand. 

Despite the odds, O’Meara did not give 
up the grip without a struggie. He 
held on to it so tenaciously that when 
the robber finally wrenched {t away the 
handle was left in O’Meara’s hand.

The dri- 
ver wore @ tan, or yellowish, raincoat. 

This agreed with the description of 
the driver given by those who saw the 
robbers when they fled with ©'’Meara’s 
grip. 

Persons in the neighborhood of Twen- 
ty-first and Adams streets say the auto- 
mobile arrived there before 5 a. m. and 
apparently had been held there in readi- 
ness for the robbery for nearly an hour. 

When the machine arrived three men 
alighted from it and stood under the 
north end of the Twenty-first street via- 
duct unti) 10 minutes before O’Meara 
arrived. They then walked across the 
street and were lost sight of. 

Rebbers All’ Young Men. 

O’Meara and several eye witnesses de- 
scribe the man who took the grip as 
being about 5 feet 4 inches tall and 
weighing about 1% pounds. Hs wore a 
black soft hat, a black sack coat and 
gray trousers. 

The other men were larger and wore 
dark clothing and black derby — hats. 
None of the robbers is believed to be 
more than 80 years old. 

/ Autemobile experts who were taken 
to look at the tracks left by the ma- 
chine, said it was equipped with what 
ere know” as three-rib, non-skid tires. 

Dr. tsurton Bohannon dressed the 
scalp wound caused by the blow which 
one of the robbers struck O'Meara with 
the revolver. 

William Hufnagel, a saloon keeper at 
4200 Kossuth avenue, was shot to death 
the night of Sept. 10 by four automobile 
bandits whe rode in a black touring 
car.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—“I have no 
replied John D.

He had been called again to tell 
what papers he might .have .found 
bearing on the contribution of $100,- 
000 he said the Standard Oil made to 
the Roosevelt campaign fund in 1904. 
The committee recessed before reagh- 
ing this point in his examination. 

A. H. Plant of the Southern Rail- 
road, a witness, denied turning over 
a fund to the Underwood managers 


in the pre-convention campaign fight 
this year. 

Chairman Hilles of the Repibdlican 
National Committee was expected to 
tell the committee what he knew 
about the primary campaign ex- 
penses of President Taft, and to ex- 
Plain published reports that he had 
accused the Roosevelt forces of hav- 
ing a campaign fund of $8,000000 or 
more. 








Archbold Lettera. . . 
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mitte hdeuet. Chadian Sapp took 
up the examination of the Standard Oil 
man as to the so-called Archbold liet- 
ters, recently published. He first called 
attention to a letter to Senator J. B. 
Foraker dated March %, 1900, reading: 

“In accordance with our understand- 
ing, I beg to enclose you certificate of 
deposit for $15,000 and ask for receipt 
in reply.’”’ 

“I have no doubt I - /rote the letter,’ 
said Archbold. ‘“‘The’ yayment was made 
for the services of. Senator Foraker as 
counsel’ In our Ohio affairs: that and 
that only.”’ 

Senator Clapp showed to the witness 
a reproduction of another letter written 
to Senator Foraker dated April 17, 1900, 
referring to an enclosed certificate for 
$14,500. 

“I have‘no doubt I wrote it,’’ 
Archbold. 

“What does that relate to?’ 

“To the same business relationship,’’ 
said Archbold. 

Another letter of November 2, 1900, 
enclosing a certificate of deposit of 
$100,000 “in pursuance of our under- 
standing in our talk over the tele- 
phone,” Archbold said was sent as a 
result of the same “legal duties’’ per- 
formed by Senator Foraker. A letter of 
December 11, enclosing a certificate of 
deposit for $5000, thé witness sald was 
due to the “game relationship, that of 
counsel.” 

“Threatened Legislation.” 

Senator Clapp produced a copy of a 
magazine showing what purported to be 
a photographic copy of a letter to the 
late Senator M. A. Hanna dated Jan. 
19, 1900. 

“I have no recoilection of it, but I’ve 
no doubt I wrote the letter,”’ said Arch- 
bold. 

The letter. referred to “threatened and 
very objectionable legislation at Colum- 
bus,” concerning which Archbold said 
he had wanted to talk to Senator Han- 
ra. It referred ‘particularly to people 
active In supporting a resolution for “an 
investigating committee.” and sasked 
Senator Hanna “‘to do everything possi- 
ble to compass their defeat.’ 

Archbold asked to be “allowed to ex- 
plain the letter. 

“That was the year of ‘strike’ legisila- 
tion in rertous state legislatures,” said 
Archbold, “aad it was necessary for 
all corporate interests to appeal to their 
friends to prevent that sort of thing. It 
explains my letter to Senator Hanna.” 

Chairman Clapp then produced a copy 
of a letter from Archbold to. former 
Mapreventative G. H. Grosvenor of Ohio 
on Oct. 27, 1900. inclosing $1000. 

“I think that was to aid in his cam- 
paign for re-election,” said Archbold. 

Of another “printed copy” of @ Istter. 
purporting to have been written by M. 
A. Hanna, of which there was no pho- 
tographic copy, Archbold said he had 
no recollection.

The wind was so violent that many 
persons left the river front before the 
exhibition began, believing the flight 
would not be attempted.

Then 
he returned to the starting point, al- 
ternately flying and skiping on the 
water. The wind made the turns very 
difficult, and im” coming about to re- 
turn, Jannus had to fly almost across 
the river.

RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
YOUNG NAVAL OFFICERS 


Period of Duty on Gunboats 
Hereafter Will Be Only 


One Year. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—In order to 
give young navy officers a greater 
variety of experience in their earlier 
years and to throw them more on 
their own resources and teach them 
self reliance, the Navy Department 
has adopted a new system in detail- 
ing officers to the gunboats and smal- 
ler vessels. In the future the period 
of duty for gunboat officers, except 
the commander, will be only one 
year, so that a greater number ef 
them may have the advantage of 
training on vessels where their ind'‘- 
vidual responsibilities and range of 
duties are greater. 

Another advantage of this @olicy, 
it is believed, is that it will make duty 
on gunboats and smaller cruisers 
more popular, as it will not involve 
long separation from the fleet, the 
officers, at the end of their year, be- 
ing detachéd and assigned to battle- 
ships and armored cruisers.

Directors of State Federation of 
Clubs Demand Partial . 
Suffrage. 








BOOKS ARE TOO COSTLY 
Movement to Improve  Condi- 
tions of Rural Instruction Are 
Discussed. 








A campaign t give Missouri women 
the suffrage in est elections, to make 
them eligible. to positions on school 
boards, to improve the rural schools and 
tc. reduce the price of schoolbooks, was 
cetermined on by the. Board of Di- 
rectors of the State Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs, at a meeting at the Hamil- 
ton Hotel, which ended with a luncheon 
Thursday. 

Seven state officers, nine district 
presidents and nine chairmen of the 
principal committees attended the con- 
ference, and a numben of St. Louts 
clubwomen were interested listeners and 
-t times participants in the discussions. 


Will Have Bill Introduced, 
Mrs. Julia Johnson of Kansas City 


cutlined to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
the reforms, all relating to the public 
schools, to which the board detided that 
the clubwomen of the State should com- 
mit themselves. She said tAaw “fua- 


women would cause a bill to be frees ys 


duced into the next Legislature per- 
mitting women to sit on school boards. 

The women also favor amending 
the present school age limits so as 
to make all persons over’5 and up io 
21 years eligible for free instruction. 
The Illinois plan of woman suffrage 
in school elections is favored, and 
an additional tax of 1 mill for the 
benefit of rural schools is favored, 
that country children may have more 
nearly the educational advantages 
which those in the city have. The 
board also decided -that- the. present 
price of school books in this state is 
excessive. 

Moving Pictures tm Schools. 

The’rural experiment school, now 
conducted successfully in a district 
near Kirksville, and taught by a 
former instructor in the State Nor- 
mal school, Mrs. Marie T. Harvey, 
was the subject of a detailed report. 
Moving pictures are used in supple- 
menting the courses of instruction, 
and the farmers showed such interest 
in the school that they put in a con- 
crete floor and installed a heating 
plant. 

It was reported that the scholar- 
ship fund for girls has reached $1250: 
This fund is intended for loans to 
high school girls, to enable them to 
pursue further studies, and is intend- 
ed to be repaid at $10 a month, 

The next biennial convention, 
was announced, will be held in 
lumbia early in May, 1913.

Says the Governor Is on Record 
for ‘Stateism as Opposed to 
Nationalism.’ 





By Associated Press. 

HOUGHTON, Mich., Oct. 10.—Declar- 
ing that Woodrow Wilson opposed every 
effective means of helping the wage- 
worker, Col. Roosevelt appealed here to 
the working men.and women of the 
country to support the Progressive par- 
ty. In the past, Col. Roosevelt said, 
Gov. Wilson had displayed “‘sullen hos- 
tility to labor.”” He quoted from speech- 
es and writings of the Democratic can- 
didate in regard to labor, and said that 
Gov. Wilson had made a sudden and 
violent retracing of his steps.’’ 

“The Progressive platform,”’ he said, 
“distinctly states that in order to carry 
cut its purpose to establish minimum 
safety and health standards for wage- 
workers, especially women and children, 
it will invoke the Federal control over 
interstate commerce and the taxing pow- 
er of both nation and state. 

Opposed to Nationalism. 

“Mr. Wilson has no less emphatically 
put himself on record for stateism as 
opposed to nationalism. In his book on 
constitutional government, he bitterly 
cenounces as ‘the alchemy of decay’ the 
proposal to uSe the power to regulate 
commerce between the states in the very 
rmanner in which the Progressive plat- 
form proposed to use it. 

“‘He denounces specifically the attempt 
te ‘stretch’ the power to regulate com- 
merce so as ‘to include the regulation 
of labor in mills and factories.’ 

“IT again and again indorsed labor 
unions. Now, during those very years, 
Mr. Wilson was also speaking of labor 
from time to time. In an address at 
the People’s Forum at New Rochelle, 
as given in the New York Tribune of 
eb. 27, 190, he says: ‘The objection I 
have to labor unions is that they drag 
the highest man to the level of the 
lowest.’ In an address before the South 
Carolina Society, as given tin the New 
York Tribune of March 19, 1907, he says 
as follows: ‘We speak too exclusively 
of the capitalistic class. There is an- 
other as formidable an enemy to equal- 
ity and freedom of opportunity as it is, 
and that is the class formed by labor 
organizations and leaders of the coun- 
try—the class representing only a small 
minority of the laboring men of the 
country quite as monopolistic in spirit 
as the capitalist and quite as ‘apt to 
corrupt and ruin our industries by their 
monopoly.’ 

» | Commencement Address. 

“At the commencement exercises 
of Princeton University as given in 
the New York World of June -14, 1909, 
he says as follows: ‘You know what 
the usual standard of the employe ix 
in our day. It is to give as little as 
he may for his wages. The trades 
unions make the standard to which 
to conform. No employe is suffered 
to do more than the average workman 
can do. Our economic supremacy may 
be lost because the country grows 
more full of unprofitable servants.’ ” 

He declared these were sentiments 
expressed by Wilson “up to two years 
ago, when he became a candidate for 
public office. He then changed.”

Prince Peter of Montenegro 
Gives Signal and Artillery 
Duel Ensues. 





LONDON, Oct. 10.—Heavy iosses 
were inflicted by the Turkish troops 
on a band of Greeks numbering 1000 
men who today attacked a Turkish 
frontier post near Dhisikata. They 
were driven back over the frontier, 
according to a news agency dispatch 
from Saloniki, 


PODGORITZA, Montenegro, Oct. 10. 
~The Montenegrin army opened war 
against Turkey yesterday by attacking 
a strong Turkish position opposite 
Podgoritza. 

Prince Peter, the youngest son of 
King Nicholas, fired the first shot. This 
was the signal fer firing all along the 
line, and an. artillery duel ensued. 

Within 21 minutes five Turkish guns 
were silenced, and the Turks retreated 
from their first position on Mount 
Flaninitza. 

B.- noon the Turks had evacuated the 
mountain. 

Padgoritza is the headquarters of the 
Montenegrin forces, and amid the en- 
thusiastic chéering of. the people, King 
Nicholas, with Prince Mirko, ‘his sec- 
ond soo, and staff, rode early to the 
mountains to survey the positicns. 


Detachments in Reserve. 

The Montenegrins’ guns had been 
placed the night before, and strong de- 
tachments of men were held in reserve 
should the Turkish forces prove larger 
than the reports of the scouts indicated. 

Punctually at 8 o’clock the first shot 
was directed at the Turkish position on 
the hills opposNe. by Prince Peter, who 
is a captain of illery. At the boom- 
ing of the gun th nd in the Montene- 

truck up the Royal 


fire was disas- 
trous was evidenc the quick evac- 
uation of the position of the Turks. 
After they evacuated the mountain, a 
general advance of Montenegrin infantry 
was ordered. 

Covered by a concentrated “Grtillery 
fire, the infantry moved towards the 
strongly fortified Turkish positions in 
Detchitch mountain, which commands 
the road to Scutari. 

Turkish Troops Landed. 

At 2 o’clock tke Turks landed troops 
on the shore of Lake Scutari near the 
Montenegrin frontier. A general en- 
gagement followed and was still in 
progress at 6 o’clock in the afternoon 
over an extensive front. Crown Prince 
Danilo, who is commander-in-chief, rode 
with Prince Peter from the battlefield 
to the King’s headquarters for fresh in- 
structions.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 10.—The 
Sultan went to Top Kapu palace to- 
day to pray over the relics of the

BEPLIN, N. J., Oct. 10.—The arm- 
ies of the Balkan States will be aug- 
mented by an Amercan aeroplane, if 
Angelo Sturgies, of this town, can 
get his machine through to Athens 
safely. The biplane will leave New 
York on the next steamship sailing 
for Greece, and Angelo will accom- 
pany it to offer his services to the 
Greek army, in which he formerly 
served.

El Tigre Officials’ Wives Stay 
in Tunnel Two Days When 
Rebels Capture Camp. 








By Associated Press. 
LOS ANGELES, Cal, Oct. 101.—A story 


of how six American women remained 
in a mine tunnel for two days and a 
half during the attack by rebels on the 
mining camp of El Tigre in the State 
of Sonora, Mexico, was brought here 
today by J. W. Malcomson, of Kansas 
City, consulting engineer of the El Tigre 
Mining Company. 

When the surrender of the camp, de- 
manded by the rebel general, Salazar, 
Was refused, the women, who were 
wives of company officials, were placed 
in the tunnel with provisions to last 
several days. They were accompanied 
by a guard of Americans who had thirty 
rifles and 6000 rounds of ammunition. 

When Salazar entered the camp, after 
a thirty-hour bombardment, he told 
the Americans he knew rifles and am- 
munition were secreted in the tunnel 
and demanded them. Five rifles and 
five hundred rounds of ammunition 
were brought out and the rebel general 
was not curious to learn if more were 
concealed. ; 

After the rebels evacuated, upon the 
<pproach of Federal reinforcements, the 
women returned to daylight, none the 
worse for their experience.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Four young 
women—Misses Alice M. Birdsell of Cal- 
ifornia, Mary C. Farmer of North Caro- 
lina, Rebecca Laurens Love of Virginia 
and Katherine R. Pike of New York— 
were admitted yesterday to Practice law 
before the Supreme Court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia.

EXPOSES OTHERS 


Doctor Tells of Getting $10,000 
Yearly and of Defense 
Fund for Plotters. 


By Associated Press. 
COLUMBUS, O., Oct. 10.—Following 


the making of a full confession, in 
which he implicated other legislators 
and men “higher up,” Dr. George B. 


Nye, representative in the last Legis- 
lature from Waverly, Pike County, 
pleaded guilty to having solicited a 
bribe for his vote on the Kimball bill. 

He admitted he solicited a bribe of 
$1000 from B. F. Kimball, the author of 
the bill, providing for the redistricting 
of the Pike and Adams County judicial 
districts. Dr. Nye probably will not be 
sentenced until after the grand jury is 
reconvened. 

According to information given out by 
Attorney-General Hogan after Dr. Nye 
had pleaded guilty, Nye told a startling 
story of kew a certain lobbyist who rep- 
resents public service corporations had 
absolutely dominated the Legislature 
and of how he had been one of his chief 
lieutenants. Dr. Nye is said to have de- 
clared that his revenue amounted to as 
much as $10,000 a year from legislative 
graft, and to have corroborated the 
Stories told at the bribery trials by Stats 
detectives. 

Dr. Nye told the identity of the per-

FREE TEXT BOOKS FOR 
CALIFORNIA CONVICTS 


Inmates of Folsom Prison Are 
to Be Given Chance to Master 


Education. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., Oct. 10.—Free 
text books for convicts in Folsom 
penitentiary who wish to go to school 
were ordered by the State Text Book 
commission, in an order published to- 
day. 

The Folsom prison for years has 
been considered the place of restraint 
of the more violent convicts in the 
state including others, Jake Oppen- 
heimer, known along the Pacific 
slope as the “Human hyena.” Oppen- 
heimer, while under death sentence, 
murdered a fellow convict some 
months ago stabbing him with a scrap 
of rusty iron. He has since com- 
pleted his memoirs, a book and a 
play. 

The administration of the prison 
was changed a few months ago, fol- 
lowing many accusations of cruelty 
to the convicts and mismanagement.

St: Louis Gives Wilson Great Ovation| 
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Makes Seven Speeches to Packed Crowds 
| WOODROW WILSON’S 


Candidate, Nearly Exhausted in. Body 
and Voice, Ends Day Before Re- 
markable Coliseum Crush. 


Gov. Woodrow Wilson of New Jersey, Democratic candidate for President 


of the United States, departed from St. Louis for Chicago at 11:55 p. m.) 


Wednesday, after the most strenuous day of his Western campaign™tour. 
During the day Goy. Wilson made seven speeches to approximately 50,000, 
five of them being included in the St. Louis program. He finished up at 
the Coliseum to‘a demonstrative audience that filled every seat and packed 
all the aisles and foyers of the building: 


With his voice impaired by outdoor 
speaking, Gov. Wilson was unable to 
make himself heard in the Coliseum, to 
the keen disappointment of the thou- 
sands of St. Louis and visiting voters 
who wished to hear him discuss fully. 
the issues of the campaign. 

Ignoring a protest from Acting-Chair- 
man McAdoo of the Democratic National 
Committee, the local Arrangements 
Committee put Gov. Wilson through a 
trying program in St. Louis. 

Through United States Senator James 
A. Reed, McAdoo requested those in 
charge of the local arrangements not 
to impose too much work on Gov. Wilson 
in St. Louis, but te reiieve him of some 


jof the speaking engagements here s0 


that he might conserve his strength and 
voice to enable him to finish his present 
speaking tour. 
Cuts Speech to 10 Minutes. 

Finding that he was unable to make 
his strained voice carry to the distant 
parts of the Coliseum, Gov. Wilson cut 
his speech to less than 10 minutes. 
While he was attempting to speak, ward 
clubs were marching into the Coliseum, 
and there was such a general shifting 
around of those eager to get near 
enough to the speaker’s stand to hear 
that Gov. Wilson twice appealed to 
Chairman D. R. Francis to preserve 
order. 

His speech was interrupted several 
times by the. noise, and in embarragss- 
ment Gov. Wilson turned to Chairman 





Francis and said that he thought it 
was useless to try to finish. The coli- 
seum speech was the seventh that the 
presidential candidate had made in 11 
hours. 

He began the day’s speech-making in 
a raw wind to an outdoor meeting in 
the Courthouse yard at Springfield, 
IIL, spoke two hours later in the horse 
show Coliseum at Springfield, at 4 p. 
m. in an airdome at Granite City, at 
5°30 p. m. in the City Club of St. Louis, 


at 6 p. m. to an outdoor meeting at} 
at 8} 


the East St. Louis City Hall, 
p. m. to the Democratic editors of Mis- 
sourt at the Jefferson Hotel, and at 
9:30 p. m. at the Coliseum. 

Gov. Wilson was near to physical ex- 
haustion following the Kansas City 
Coliseum meeting, where! he was jostied 
by the crowd that pressed in on him 
from every side in its eagerness to 
shake his hand.

FIRST IN EVERYTHING 
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LAST CHANCE FOR BOND ISSUE. 

Tomorrow the House of Delegates will have a 
last opportunity to pass the bill providing for 
the submission of the free bridge bond issue to 
the voters at the November election. The bond 
issue ought to be submitted. The cost of so 
doing at the général election will be little. All 
of the voters should have an opportunity to de- 
cide the question at a general election. Here- 
tofore the bond elections have been special, and 
only the opponents of the bonds have turned out 
in force. The friends of the bond issue or those 
who favor it were by no means all represented 
in the small vote cast. ‘ 

Furthermore, there has been some change in 
public sentiment since the last bond election. 
Much of the opposition te the bonds has seem- 
ingly died away. We believe that public opinion 
now plainly demands the opportunity to settle 
the question as speedily as possible. 

Nothing can be lost by resubmitting the ques- 
tion next month. On the other hand, there is 
much for the city to gain if the House of Dele- 
gates will do its manifest duty tomorrow.

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AMERICAN LABOR AND THE WAR. 

So many employes of the United States Stee) 
Corporation at Gary, Ind., are enlistine for the 
war against Turkey that some parts of the plant 
may have to shut down. Over 1500 men failed 
to report for work on the first news of war. 
Nearly 3000 men have enlisted under Louis Ger- 
hovich, provisional Colonel. 

Lest it be supposed that the United States is 
at war with Turkey, we cannot too hastily enter 
a denial. But the effect upon tariff protected 
American industry, promises to be much the 
game. Other plants of the Steel Corporation 
may be similarly affected. More than half of 
the protected American labor in Mr. Schwab’s 
Bethlehem mills may enlist, for he has himself 
testified that it came direct from Southwestern 

Europe. This is doubly unfortunate. Not alone 
may American industry be crippled while Amer- 
ican labor fights the battles of the Balkans, but 
American labor leaves us when it is being Msted 
by Chairman Hilles, when it is told of the high 
tariff standard of wages and living, when it 
is needed to vote in protection of these standards 
against the assault of tariff reducing Democrats. 

This apparent willingness of our high tariff 
labor to forget its pay envelope, its 12-hour work- 

@ay and its standard of living and betray the 

cause, merits the warmest condemnation.

Wayne MacVeagh, testifying October 8, told 
the committee:

to the White House, that President Roose- 
velt had expressed anxiety that a $240,000 
fund be raised and that Mr. Harriman had 
agreed to it. 

Judge Robert S. Lovett, chairman of the .ex- 
ecutive committee of the Harriman system, tes- 
tifled before the Clapp committee, October 9, as 
follows: 

‘*T knew of Mr. Harriman’s visit to Wash- 
ington in October, 1904. He:told me the Na- 
tional Committee was ‘in the hole,’ and 
owed the State Committee $200,000. He said 
‘the President wants mie to help it out, and 
I’ve got to do it.’’’ 

Former Senator Nathan B. Scott of West Vir- 
ginia testified, October 9, before the same body: 

That a party at the White House who he 

thought was President Roosevelt called him 

on the telephone and said to him: ‘‘Mr. Har- 
riman is coming to gée me and I’ll see if we 
can arrange the funds to help Higgins.’’ 

If Col. Roosevelt’s statements are to be ac- 
cepted then it is necessary to convict a number 
of reputable men widely separated in interest of 
deliberately conspiring to falsify. But ‘the hy- 
pothesis of their conspiring is completely shat- 
tered by the fact that some of their statements 
were made to others a long time ago, before the 
\Harriman contribution became an issue.

DENOIDS are glandiike struc- 
tures located high up in the 
throat back of the nasal open- 
ings, and they are made up of 

the same kind of tissues as the tonsils 
in the throat. Whenever one suffers 
from a cold in the head or nasal catarrh 
or inflammation of the throat and the 
tonsils, the adenoids are apt to become 
involved. 

In adults the cavity of the throat is 

quite large and the adenoids moré or 
less shrunken, so that when they are 
inflamed little difficulty is experienced 
and the disease takes a mild form.-: In 
young growing persons, on the other 
hand, disease of the adenoids is apt to 
become a serious condition and must 
never be neglected. 
In the presence of diseased and swol- 
len adenoids breathing through the nos- 
trils becomes difficult or altogether im- 
possible. The child is therefore forced 
to breathe by the mouth. Thé mouth i 
kept open. And in course of.time the 
lower chin begins to recede, the teeth 
do not meet in the mouth ag they nor- 
mally should and the process of masti- 
cation is thereby hindered. Hence these 
children are apt to suffer from indiges- 
tion and poor ntitriti6n. The latter may 
become.so graye as to lead to subnor- 
mal bodily and mental development.

WHAT DEMOCRATS INTEND 





Intend to Make Laws Protect the 
Weak Instead of Strengthen- 
ing the Strong. 





Gov. Wilson’s City Club speech was 
made to the largest gathering, accord- 


ing to the officers, which ever met in 
and around the club.. Many hundreds 
waited outside for a glimpse of the 
speaker. Most of the crowd inside and 
Cutside had been waiting for at least 
an hour, and cheering, when Gov. Wil- 
Son appeared, could be heard for blocks. 


He said at the Club in part: 
“I don’t know how many of you 


venture to say it in public, but I venture 
to .say that every man in») this room 
would in private admit that the pres- 
ent organization of business “in the 
United States is not satisfactory. I 
mean that the larger credits and the 
larger organizations or achievements are 
controlled by too few persons. There is 
not the same free field for the beginner 
that there used to be, when you,and I 
were youngsters. There is not the same 
opening for the new entries into the 
race of life that there used to be, even 
when young men here were boys. Some- 
thing is closing upon us, the lines are 
stiffening, the lines of control are 
threatening to become permanent, and 
we cannot afford to let them become 
permanent. Because what I am study- 
ing and every thoughtful -man in the 
United States is studying, is the kind 
of freedom which will make busienss 


more prosperous and also more stable : 


than it is now. 
Friend of No Class. 

“I am not the friend of any class of 
the community against any other class 
in the commaénity. The man who does 
not know where his tnterests are tied in 
with the interests of all the rest of the 
nation doesn’t even understand his busi- 
ness, because business is the sensitive 
relationship of everythffik that you are 
relationship of everything that you 
are trying to do with the whole eco- 
nomic and social structure of the 
community in which you live. 

“I am interested in ideas. I am not 
interested, if I may say so paren- 
thetically, to find out where a man’s 
money comes from, but I am inter- 
ested to find out where his ideas 
come from. 

He discussed the over-capitalization 
of industries, and declared that this 
was due to combinations. He illustrated 
the point by reference to the purchase 
of the Carnegie steel mills by the United 
States Steel Corporation. He said the 
steel corporation was unable to under- 
sell Carnegie, and finally bought him 
out at four or five times the real value 
of his plant. 

The money paid out for the Carnegie 
business was added to the steel corpora- 
tion, and carried as watered stock, he 
said. Gov. Wilson also discussed the 
yractice of some monopolized industries 
in compelling retailers to buy all their 
products from them, This was a ba 
form of monopoly, and should be 
stopped, he declared. He continued: 

“There are great monopolies which 


‘jare retaining possession of mine up- 


on mine, which they do not use, 
simply on the principle, not that they 
are going to need them, but that 
somebody else might need them and 
come into competition. I say that 
thing is intolerable and can be al- 
tered. You may as well allow the 
people to monopolize the use of your 
public streets. Business is not what 
it used to be. 
What Democracy Proposes. 

“All that the Democratic party pro- 
poses to do is to see that the law 
performs that ancient and “honorable 
function of protecting the weak in- 
stead of strengthening the strong. 
The extraordinary thing, the discred- 
itable thing about American life is 
that the strong are afraid to stand 
alone, and go as spokesmen to every 
session of Congress saying ‘In God’s 
name don’t let anybody touch us.’ 
The strong are those who control, 


the strong are those who are granted 
favors, and all the while|' we have 
been building up America on the the- 
ory that it. was the home, and the 
free home of the man who could de- 
pend absolutely upon the law, and 
did not have to depend on his own 
strength. 

“Now ars you going to legitimatize 
that system, and make the President 
of the United States the president of a 
Board of Directors, or are you going to 
choose a President who will be a Presi- 
dent of ths people of the United States? 
That is not politics, that is horse sense, 
becauss that is the choice you are go- 
ing to make. It is not a matter’of in- 
dividual. It is not a matter of a par- 
ticular candidate.

With a handicap of three runs on them 
after the first inning, the fact that they 
came along and passed the Red Sox 
proves that their previous experieérice in 
hard games in the world’s series: was of 
great value. There was not the slightest 
sign of quitting displayed at any stage 
of the great battle. On the contrary, I 
never saw a team work harder than Mc-

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City Dispensary Doctors Faii to 
Discover Nature of J. B. 
Lowry’s Injuries. 


HAD BEEN HIT BY AUTO 


Wife Says Husband Had Been 
Told Suffering Was Due 
| to Pleurisy. 


Under the impression that he was not 
Hangerously injured, John B. Lowry, 
68 years old, a woodworker of 3238A Ne- 
braska avenue, worked three weeks at 
his tr&de while three ribs that had been 
broken by an automobile compressed 
@nd punctured his left lung and slowly 
puffocated him. Just a few hours after 
finally abandoning his attempts to 
work, he died, Wednesday at his home, 
Wieclaring to the last the motorist whose 
car kad struck him was not to blame 
for the accident. 

An autopsy showed that Lowry’s 
fifth, sixth and seventh left ribs 
were broken and had pierced the’ 
lung, producing a hemorrhage which 
Was the direct cause of death. 

Lowry’s widow, Mrs. Kate Lowry, 
was the principal witness at an in- 
quest, Thursday, into his death. She 
blamed nobody in her testimony, but 
Jater told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that. when her husband went to the 
city dispensary he was treated for 
pléurisy and that physicians, both at 
the dispensary and the city hospital, 
gave him bottles of medicine after 
superficial examinations and told 
him he would “come out of it all 
right.” She said the physicians never 
found out that the three ribs wel? 
broken. 

First Refused Medical Aid. 

“My husband was struck by the auto- 
mobile Sept. 20," said Mrs. Lowry, “as 
he crossed the street at California av- 
enue and Cherokee street. He told me 
that he was watching a street car, and 
did not see the automobile, which was 
going very slowly. Believing that he 
was only slightly injured, he refused 
the driver’s offer to take him to a phy- 
pician’s office or a hospital, and did 
mot even get the man’s name or the 
number of the license on the automo- 
bile. | 

‘The next day he was in such great 
pain that he had to go to the dis- 
pensary. The physictans felt of his 
chest, and gave him a bottle of medi- 
cine, with a card which would admit 
him to the city hospital. He always had 
a dread of the city hospital, however, 
so he refused to go there until the next 
cay, when the pain got so bad he could 
not endure it. 

“The hospital physicians did no bet- 
ter than those at the dispensarv. They 
did not tell him what the trouble was, 
but gave him another bottle of mezii- 
cine and told him he would soon he 
all right.>-Then he came home.’ 

Docter Discovers Internal Injuries. 

Lowry went to work the next day, 
Mrs. Lowry said, but that night he 
had so much difficulty’ in breathing 
that Dr. R. E. Graul, of 29 Chero- 
kee street, was called. Dr. Graul: dis— 
covered that Lowry had w«jternal in- 
juries, but could not determine their 
exact nature because Lowry’s pain was 
so great he could not submit to a 
thorough examination. 

Two days later Dr. Graul made 
sure that the ribs were broken and 
told Lowry that they had punctured 


the lung or were compressing it to 


such an extent that he was being 
suffocated. Even then Lowry re- 
fused to quit work. 

The police are trying to find the 
driver of the automobile which struck 
Lowry, but have Hittle hope of suc- 
cess unless he voluntarily reveals 
his identity.
